This 
part, acted by Mr. C. Kemble with a force and spirit sometimes ex- 
quisitely comic, and sometimes with an unfortunate truth that renders 
it pathetic, is the hero of the piece, and the lover of the Manager’s 
daughter, & principal actress in the Theatre where the Play is to be 
represented. The romantic loves of Sir Peregrine Quixote, (Farren) 
aud Mrs. Carmine (Mrs. Gibbs) ; the pretensions of Wilmot ( Bartley) ; 
the affected objections of the light comedian, Sebright, (Jones); and 
the unfeeling ones of the tragedian, Starling, (Power) all light with 
most mischievous combination on the head of the impatient Torrid, 
who is, however, at last rewarded by the public approval of his play,

£10,000. resigned by the generosity of Wilmot. An incident of a 
very happy kind, is the presenting to Starling a quire of blank fools- 
cap as a MS.and drawing him into encomium of its merits. The dia- 
logue, we need not say, is pointed, easy, and piqnant—a little cur- 
tailment in the first scene or two will, we presume, be resorted to 
which will materially relieve the action. The parts were all well sus- 
tained —We might have been mistaken in consideying Starling an 
imitation of a popular tragedian—at all events, it was excellently 
acted by Mr. Power. Messrs. Jones and W. Farren delivered the Epi- 
logue in a most effective manner ; and on Mr. Kemble’s announcement 
of the repetition of the Comedy for this evening, the unanimous aps 
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plausé’of the audierice shewed their estimation of the anther and per- 
formers. ‘The Comedy of Charles the Second followed, and the Melo- 
drama of 4 Tale of Mystery concluded the entertainments —The 
house was not numeriously attended.
